Mrs. Eisenhower became ill 
last Wednesday while attending 
an editorial meeting of the Sat­ 
urday Evening Post here and 
entered the hospital Thursday 
afternoon for surgery.

Her mother, Mrs. Pat Nixon,, 
flew here from Key Biscayne, 
Fla., Thursday night, while her 
husband,

Both remained 
here 'until Monday when the 
President and his other daugh­ 
ter, Tricia, arrived to pick up 
the other members of the fam­ 
ily.

the total. The remainder was

A 51-year-old attorney defeat­ 
ed handily by Ford in 1958,.

His 
previous 
negotiating 
session 
with Semenov was last Nov. 16. 
President Nixon 
and Soviet 
Communist party leader Leonid 
I. 
Brezhnev 
agreed 
at 
their 
Washington 
summit 
meeting 
last June to work for a SALT 
pact before the end of 1974. 
Western officials said, howev­ 
er, 
it 
would 
be 
extremely 
difficult to reach a permanent 
accord on 
restricting nuclear 
weapons in such a short time. 


The officials said the Soviet 
Union was busy testing multiple 
warhead 
missiles 
(MIRVs) 
while 
the United States 
was 
embarking 
on

research, 
including 
plans 
for 
small, 
m i s s i l e-firing 
sub­ 
marines. 
U.S. officials said the Soviet 
Union 
might

five years, giving the Russians 
nuclear superiority because of 
heavier Communist payloads. 


SALT I, the first round of the 
arms talks, took, from Novem­ 
ber, 1969, to May, 1972, to reach 
an

(ABM) bases and the number 
of long-range missiles existing 
at the time. 
Salt 11, which begin on Nov. 
21, 
1972, 
has

weapons. 
W’e.stern 
officials 
said

Some Western experts said a 
final SALT agreement could be 
reached only when each side 
finished arming all its missiles 
with multiple warheads. 
A key point of contention was 
the U.S. nuclear aircraft strike 
force. The ■Soviet Union said 
planes carrying atomic weap­ 
ons 
should

SALT missile pact, but Ameri­ 
ca has insisted the aircraft be 
treated separately.

Members of the Rushville 
Lions Club were convinced that 
an independent trucker's life is 
not an easy one after hearing 
a talk by R. L. Coon, Jr., at 
their meeting Monday night at 
the Durbin Hotel. 
Rudolph 
Walker made the arrangements 
for the program. 
The speaker said that he does 
not believe that the fuel shor­ 
tage is what it is claimed to 
be. He said that we are shipping 
20,000 barrels a day to South 
Vietnam and that there are 42 
gallons to the barrel. He also 
cited 
other 
shipments 
to 
Cambodia and other countries. 
Cost of .fuel has increased 
from 29.9 cents in January of 
1973 to a present price of 40 
to 48 cents per gallon as of 
February of 1974. He also said 
that trucks are .geared to run 
at 60 miles an hour and that 
they will use more fuel at the 
lower speed plus the fact that 
motors will not last as long 
under what he termed as 
“lugging.” 
Mr. Coon said that 53 per cent 
of truck hauling is being done 
by operators who own less than 
10 rigs. Super fleets, companies 
who have around 1,000 rigs, 
were claimed to comprise less 
than 9 per cent of the total. 
He urged standard regulations 
throughout the country and told 
of axle taxes, road taxes, wheel

Publisher Randolph A. Hearst’s 
“good will gesture” of a $2 
million food giveaway plan 
brought no immediate response 
today from the kidnapers of his 
daughter, Patricia. 
Hearst planned to reveal 
more details of the giveaway 
program for the needy demand­ 
ed by the terrorist Symbionese 
L i b e r a t i o n Army before 
negotiations 
can 
begin for 
release of Miss Hearst, the 
granddaughter of William Ran­ 
dolph Hearst, founder of the 
Hearst publishing empire. 
The family watted at their 
Hillsborough mansion on the 
eve of their kidnaped daught­ 
er’s 20th birthday, 15 days after 
she was taken from her 
Berkeley apartment, for an 
indication of whether the SLA 
would consider the $2 million 
plan, far short of the $400 
m i l l i o n program originally 
demanded, to be adequate. 
“The next move is up to 
them,” Hearst said Monday 
after announcing the plan, the 
largest payment ever offered in 
a kidnaping in the United 
States. He said the $.2 million 
wrouId include $500,000 of his 
own money, which he said was 
“a substantial, part of my 
personal assets.” 
Meanwhile, the Hearst family 
was presented with a petition 
signed by 6.000 welfare recipi­ 
ents who said they would refuse 
to accept any food or money 
offered by Hearst to meet the 
SLA demand. 
The SLA, a small terrorist 
group which, snatched, the 19- 
year-old granddaughter of Wil­ 
liam Randolph Hearst from her

The president-editor of the 
San Francisco Examiner said 
the money would be available 
today, but that it w'ould take 
time to work out the details of 
the giveaway. He said the

Pool It! 
Car pools are one way to help 
conserve energy, cut traffic, 
save money, and fight pollution. 
And they provide door-to-door 
service. 
Studies show that in 
major 
metropolitan areas the average 
car occupancy for work trips 
during rush hours is 1.6 persons 
per vehicle, tlf car occupancy 
could even be increased to 2 
persons per vehicle, 20 per eeikr 
of cars would be removed from 
rush hour traffic. 
Now galvanized by the energy 
crisis, all kinds of groups are 
organizing computer pools and 
matching services for drivers. 
Even before this winter's crisis, 
figures from the U.S. Bureau 
of the Census showed that more 
people were using carpools than 
were riding buses, streetcars, 
subways, and elevated trains 
combined. 
S o m e 
companies 
have 
developed ingenious car pool 
systems. The 3M Company in 
example, owns 30 vans that hold 
12 passengers each. Passengers 
pay a monthly fee based on the 
number of miles fr«ra home to 
work. If they want, drivers get 
to use the vans nights and 
weekends for a nominal mileage 
charge. Fees from the first 
eight passengers go to the 
company to pay for the vehicle 
and maintenance. But if a 
driver can get more than eight 
passengers, he or she can keep 
those fees. The 3M Company 
lays it ne\er expected the 
spectacular success of system. 
Carpools can never take the 
place of public mass transit 
systems—those 
systems 
are 
vitally needed. But carpools can 
hap(u°n overnight at savings all 
around. And the idea of sharing 
cars may last after the energy 
crisis recedes. It could—and 
should — be one way to help 
clear our air and unchoke our 
clogged cities and highways.

Winter Sleep 
Surviving a freezing winter in 
an energy crisis is not easy for 
people. But black bears, bats, 
woodchucks, skunks, badgers, 
and other animals as well as 
injects are curled up in their 
caves and holes, sleeping the 
winter away. 
The winter sleep of the black 
heir is an unparalled marvel 
in the natural world. Bears 
begin to den early in October. 
Denning 
is 
complete 
by 
December and usually lasts 
until April. From three to five 
months during the winter the 
b l a c k 
bear 
undergoes 
a 
metamorphosis. The rate of 
breathing drops drastically, the 
body temperature falls, and the 
heart beats only eught times a 
minute instead of 40 times as 
in summer. 
During hibernation, the black 
bear does not eat, drink, or 
eliminate any waste products. 
Unlike some other hibernators, 
who feel cold to the touch and 
seem in a state of almost 
suspended 
breathing, 
black 
bears are easily aroused and 
fully able to protect themselves 
almost immediately. 
Most incredible of all, the 
female bear actually gives birth 
to cubs and nurses them in 
January, midway through the 
winter sleep. By some metobolic 
miracle, the mother bear can 
produce enough calories and 
protein to maintain herself and 
enough milk to support growth 
of her cubs from her own body 


stores - without taking any food 
or water herself. 
The body mechanisms of the 
black bear are fascinations 
scientists, who are hoping to 
discover 
newr 
facts 
about 
breathing, nutrition, and w’atcr 
and protein metabolism. Now 
even space scientists are in­ 
vestigating the fabulous black 
bear and considering prolonged 
bear flights to planets and stars 
that have so far been off limits 
because of food and water 
storage problems. 
Your lung association has 
very little information about the 
winter breathing habits of black 
bears. But they know a great 
deal about breathing problems 
of human beings. Ask them for 
the facts. 


“ Driest Ever"

The prospect of widespread 
station shutdowns, called to 
protest government regulations 
of fuel, prices and customer 
services, made the lon,g Wa­ 
shington’s birthday holiday one 
of the worst weekends for 
motorists in need of gasoline 
since President Nixon asked 
dealers 
to 
limit 
sales 
on 
Saturday and Sundays. 
The government’s penny-a- 
gallon gasoline price increase, 
the dealers in the country, was 
received poorly by most service 
station organizations.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
tinental Grain Co., the big New 
York-based trading firm which 
played a major role in the 1972 
U.S.-Soviet wheat deal, colect- 
ed S86 million in wheat export 
subsidies from the Agriculture 
Department 
in that season, 
department records show. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice (GAO) reported earlier this 
week that it had found no 
evidence of excessive profits 
generally for grain com panics 
on sales to Russia. It added, 
however, that subsidy rates 
paid during the July Septem- 
ber, 1972, period of the Soviet 
sales created “opportunities to 
make unusual profits” on sales 
to other countries. 
Subsidy payment figures ob­ 
tained by UPI cover the 1972-73 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1972. but actually apply only to 
the period ending in September 
because the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment 
canceled 
the 
export 
subsidy program in that month. 
The figures cover payments on 
wheat sales to all foreign 
countries, in chi ding Russia. 
According to the records, $298 
million in export payments on 
wheat were made in the period, 
covering 843 million bushels of 
wheat. Nearly two-thirds of the 
total subsidy was paid to three 
firms which made large sales 
to Russia alone with their trade 
with other countries. 
Continental, which sold 196 
million bushels to Russia, led 
the subsidy list with $86 million 
in payments for shipments to 
all destinations. 


Louis 
Dreyfus 
Corp., 
a 
Fr e n ch-based 
i n te r national 
trading firm with offices in 
New York, ranked second in 
1972 wheat sales to Russia with 
82.7 million bushels but was 
third on the export subsidy list 
with $41 million. 
Car gil, Inc., of Minneapolis, 
ranked third in Russian sales 
with 73.5 million bushels but 
was second in subsidies on 
shipments to all destinations 
wi.h $64 million. 
Cargill 
spokesmen 
denied 
that excess profits were likely 
on 
non-Russian 
sales. 
An 
official, said it was “possible to 
take isolated sales and make 
the assumption that subsidies 
on a particular date...produced 
a large profit.” But if all sales 
and 
costs 
are 
taken 
into 
account they would reverse this 
impression, the official said. 
Three other firms which also 
participated in the 1972 Soviet 
deal ranked among the top six 
recipients 
of 
1972-73 
wheat 
export subsidies. 
Garnac Grain Co. of New 
York 
received 
$26 
million 
subsidies, according to Agricul­ 
ture records; Bunge Corp. of 
New York received $16 million, 
and Cook Industries of Mem­ 
phis, Tenn., got $13 million. A 
total of 25 other firms got 
wheat export subsidies of $1 
million or mor apiece for a 
combined amount of $32 mil­ 
lion.
